"Washington, May 12—"Send Olympia 


mail to B. F. Stevens, 4 Trafalgar 
Square, London," was the notice posted 
at the navy department today.

Which Bank Atnonj; the Curioaltle* of 


Plant Life. 


The whistling tree, or Acacia fistula, 


Is found in Nubiit and the Sudan. 
iThe Arabs call it soflfor, or ptper, be- 
causo of the whistling sound that it pro- 
duces, and the specific name of fistula, 
9, word also meaning pipe or flute, has 
iiecn given it for the tiiuue reason. 


Insects jufest the tree and deposit 


their eggs iu its shoots. A gall-like ex- 
crescence about an inch and a half in 
diameter is produced at the base of the 
shoots, and when the larvae have 
tmerged from circular holes iu tho bides 
df the shoots the holes, played upon by 
Ihe wind, produce a whistling sound 
equal to that produced by a sweet toned 
Uute. 


Tho cow tre,e is so called .because 


it yields au abundant supply of milk. To 
obtain tho milk deep incisions are made 
iu tho tree, from which tho fluid flows 
into vessels placed ready to receive it. 
This vegetable milk is white, somewhat 
viscid and has an agreeable flavor, aud 
an analysis of it shows that it is very 
much like the milk of a cow in its com- 
position. The cow treo grows oil the 
slope of the mountain chain bordering 
on Venezuela. 


The cloth tree is found at Otaheite, in 


tho south sea. Tho bark is taken off in 
long strips aud put to soak overnight 
in running water. Tho soakiug softens 
it, so that the iuuer fiber may be easily 
separated from the rest of the bark. 
The fibers are put together in lengths of 
about 11 or 12 yards, aud the lengths 
are placed side by sido until they aro ab 
least 12 inches in width, and two or 
three layers of fibers aro put ono upon 
another. 


The fibers adhere together in one 


piece, aud the material thus formed is 
beaten upon a smooth piece of wood until 
it becomes as thin as muslin. It is then 
bleached iu tho air for a time, when it 
is ready to be made up into clothing. 


The stinging treo of Queensland is 


pleasing to the eye, but dangerous to the 
touch. Its effects are curious. It causes 
great pain to the person or animal that 
has the misfortune to get stung by it, 
but it leaves no wound, no mark of auy 
kind, and for months afterward the part 
stung is painful in rainy weather or 
when iri any way it gets wet. Frequent- 
ly it is necessary to shoot horses and 
dogs that have been stung by the tree, 
so maddening is its effect upon them. 


The angry tree grows in Nevada, east- 


ern California and Arizona. 
When 


in the least disturbed, this highly sensi- 
tive tree shows its anger by ruffling up 
its leaves and emitting a disagreeable 
odor.—D. Y. P. in Philadelphia Times.

crossed the water to make her a visit. 
He held a military-position in his own 
country, and the tails of his military 
coat, lined with a brilliant red, near- 
ly prostrated the entire community. 
'' One Sunday morning he accompanied 


the young lady to church, and of 
course Smalltown was out in full force 
to get a good look at him. Certainly his 
church deportment differed widely from 
anything ever witnessed in this coun- 
try. He was seated in the pew with the 
young woman when her father came 
down the aisle. As the father entered 
the pew the tall Hungarian arose, 
placed his hand across his breast and 
bent double in a ceremonious bow, then 
seated himself, the red coattails being 
much in evidence during the salute. 
When the girl's mother entered a few 
minutes later, the same formal recep- 
tion bow was made to her. As a rule, 
Americans do not rise and make sweep- 
ing bows in church; but, as is evident, 
such is the Hungarian fashion, and 
Smalltown was naturally much inter- 
ested and agitated over this unusual dis- 
play of foreign manner."—Detroit Free 
Press.

SOME FUNNY THINGS W.HICH 
IN- 


VENTORS HAVE MADE. 


A Bracelet to Slake Her Think of En- 


cagcmeuta—Msny Device* for the Con- 
venience of Sleepy Beads—One to Thwart 
the Grave Itobber. 


Psychologists assert that civilized hu- 


man beings are growing more absent- 
minded. Tho average wan of intelli- 
gence today is not alert, not so con- 
scious of his immediate environments, 
as ho was a century ago. Ho does more 


] thinking than he did then, and a great- 
I or purt of his business in lifo is left to 


I tho purely mechanical brain functions. 
| 
The iuvrutors, always a stop ahead of 


I tho requirements of tho times, aro al- 


ready at work devising contrivances to 


j summon absent attention. Ono of the 
| latest of thi'hK is n bracelet that has an 


alarm watch attached to it. The wearer, 
having an engagement at a certain hour, 


, sots tho watch, and whon the time ar- 
| rives a little needle point .pricks her 


j arm and reminds her of tho duty. 


At tho patent office a' large class of 


inventions is comprised under the head 
of "alarms"—these being machines by 


• which persons who otherwise would not 
think are made to think. The average 
individual £i? obliged, however unwill- 
ingly, to get up at a certain time in tho 
morning. To provide for this require- 
ment many ingenious persons have ap- 
plied their talents to the production of 
contrivances 1'or awakening people and 
compelling them to arise. There is a 
kind of bedstead, for example, which 


j holds its mattress in a frame that is re- 


tained in the normal position by a catch. 
At the proper hour the catch, operated 
by a clockwork mechanism, loses its 
grip, and the mattress frame becomes 
vertical instead of horizontal, throwing 


i sleepy head out upon the floor. 
' 
There is another sort of bed which 


lets the head of the sleepy person drop 
when getting up time arrives, one end 
of the mattress frame collapsing. But 
one of the queerest of the patented 
methods of waking people up involves 
the employment of a tin pan and a 
weight hung by a cord. 
When the 


hands of a clock reach a certain point, 
the weight is released and falls upon 
the pan, making a direful racket. An- 
other oddity is a frame from which aro 
suspended a number of corks. During 
the night it is lowered gradually by a 
clockwork 
mechanism until at the 


proper hour and minute the dangling 
corks begin to bob against the nose and 
face of the sleeper. Of course he wakes 


I up. 
The most obvious advantage of 


I these sleep alarms is that they render 


anxiety onjihe part of the sleeper un- 
necessary ,°io~fa¥ as rising is concerned. 
He can snooze undisturbed by the neces- 
sity of watching himself. 


Hayseed visitors in the city will in- 


sist on blowing out the gas notwith- 
standing all the newspaper jokes on the 
subject. To provide against such acci- 
dents, a citizen of Ashland, Wis., has 
invented a little apparatus that is in- 
tended to be attached to every gas fix- 
ture in a hotel. The breath of a person 
who attempts to blow out the gas tilts 
a delicately balanced electrode and 
closes a circuit, giving an alarm in the 
office. Another kind of alarm, patented 
by a Chicago man. notifies the house- 
holder of escaping gas. If you are 
afraid of pickpockets, you can obtain 
protection by wearing a small machine 
that makes- a big disturbance in case 
anybody tries to put his hand into your 
pocket. 


Even after.death you may find alarms 


a service. If a grave robber comes 
along, a torpedo placed in the coffin for 
that purpose will blow him to smither- 
eens. Supposing that the disturbance 
wakes you to life again, a clockwork 
mechanism will start a bell to ringing, 
while a red flag runs up to the top of 
the tombstone, giving notice that a 
prompt resurrection is desired. Speak- 
ing of waking up suggests mention of 
some odd contrivances for doing neces- 
sary things before getting out of bed in 
the morning. One of these, patented by 
a lazy Vermonter, enables one to torn 
on the draft of a stove or furnace and 
then tarn over for a supplementary 
snooze. This, however, is a primitive 
contrivance compared with the inven- 
tion of a resident of Providence which 
provides for the feeding of a whole sta- 
bleful of live stock at daybreak. Mr. 
Sleepy Head simply turns on his pillow 
and jerks a cord, which opens a valve 
in the stable and lets down the requisite 
quantity of feed into a trough. 


There aro quite a number of inven- 


tions for lighting the fire in the morn- 
ing without getting ont of bed. They 
are all operated, by clockwork. The best 
of them is credited to an Illinois genius. 
A clock is set for a certain time, and 
when the proper minute is reached the 
mechanism "throws" a lever, which 
draws a match across a piece of sandpa- 
per and ignites the kindling. One of the 
latest patents is'for a street lamp which 
has a clockwork apparatus attached to 
it. At the correct moment for which 
the machine is set it closes an electric 
circuit, at the same time opening the 
gas pipe. Immediately the gas is ignit 
ed, and it burns until shut off by the 
clockwork at daybreak in the morning. 
In this way the street lamps all over a 
city may be made to light themselves 
simultaneously without the interven- 
tion of human hands, 


i A citizen of Austin is the author of a 
sort of water clock that is wound by 
rain. On the roof of a house is a trough 
that catches the rainwater, which Sows 
into the tank. When the tank is filled 
to a certain point, it empties the water 
Into a bucket which is connected by a 
cord with the •winding drum of an or- 
dinary clock. The bucket falls and by 
its weight •pulls tip the clock weight, 
thus winding the clock. Finally the 
bncket reaches the floor, when a valve 
in its bottom opens and tho water runs 
out. Then it ascends and resumes its 
original position, so as to be ready to 
wind the olook np again after awhile. 
—Washington Cor. Philadelphia Times.

been laid to its officers officially at last, 
and it is interesting at this time to con- 
trast its experience with that of the 
only other -militia volunteer regiment 
in Ctiba, the Second Massachusetts. 


When the case of the Seventy-first at 


Santiago came up in the presence of 
General Shatter, he said that the great 
misfortune of that regiment was that 
it fell to quarreling when it got home. 
Ee cited We Second Massachusetts as 
an instance of a new regiment meeting 
with the usual fortunes of new com- 
mands, tout said that it had indulged in 
no bickerings or quarreling; hence 
had escaped scandal. 


A writer who was with the regiment 


told how the men went without fires 
and smoking on the night before El 
Caney so as to surprise the Spaniards. 


"In the morning," he says, "it was 


the same fitory. No fires were allowed 
and the men breakfasted on hard tack 
and the water in their canteens. But 
the restrictions as to matches were tak- 
en off and pipes and cigarettes gave 
them solace. Off to the right the fires of 
Capron's battery men could be seen as 
they prepared their breakfast, and the 
men wondered mildly why they could 
not be allowed fires as well as the ar- 
tillerymen, but the kicking was limit- 
ed. 


"It was fierce work with the hot sun 


beating down, nothing to eat and but 
little water in the canteens, while the 
Spanish bullets hummed like mosquitoes 
all about tb,em, and their comrades 
were being shot down on all sides. But 
all through the long hours of the fore- 
noon and until the firing ceased late in 
the afternoon the men of the Second 
stood to it like veterans, and they then 
and there earned a reputation for their 
regiment that can never be taken away 


| and which is bound to brighten with 


the years." 


One of the Massachusetts wounded 


who lay in a Brooklyn hospital in July, 
Corporal Walla Paradise, said of El 
Cauey: 


We kept at it all the morning. We wonld 


fire a volley and then rush toward th« Spanish 
intrenchments, covering 20 feet with each vol- 
ley. We got to within 800yards of the Spanish 
trenches \vhen we had to cut through the wire 
fences. I had a pair of nippers and out 40 or 
50 places for the men. The Cubans were sup- 
posed to cut the wire with their machetes, but 
you could not get them" near the firing linn 
trntil the battle was over. We crossed the road 
and broke through twp wire tangles. AH this 
time while the Spanish were sprinkling the 
bullets all around us and sending a hailstorm 
down into our ranks Major Whipple waa rid- 
ing up and down the firing line encouraging 
the boys, shouting cheering words and telling 
us when to gee tip and flrd and when'to drop. 
He is a brave man. 


Our own officers, Captain Hicks, Lieutenant 


Crossier and Lieutenant Lefayraire did their 
best. Several times I have seen the captains 
and lieutenants seize a gun when they saw a 
head above the Spanish intrenchments and 
shoot. 


Colonel Clark was all that men could wish, 


for in an officer. He was with us all the time, 
and whenever he saw a man wounded he went 
Jo him, inquired after him and sent him back 
with a handshake and a cheering word of sym- 
pathy. In him we had one of the best officers 
on the field. I saw him go up to the body of 
Arthur Packard, lying in the sun, and place 
bis poncho over the form of the boy. Later on 
he saw to his burial. When I was hurt, the 
colonel came up to me, shook hands and said 
he was sorry I was hurt, but told me that the 
boys were doing as well as the regulars. 


The bravest man along the whole .line was 


Lieutenant Moynihan of Company I, adjutant 
of the Third battalion. Up to the time he wa» 
wounded in the breast just over the heart he 
was standing up on the firing line, handling a 
gun like a private.

NEW STYLE OF STEAMER 


Captain Golinsky Means to Rev- 


.olutionize Shipbuilding. 


BUILT LISE THE ABKOWHEAD. 


By Me»n» of Forward Propeller* H« 


Expect* to Lemon tte«l«t»nee mud 
Increase Speed—Say* 1H« Ship Can 
Be Steered •Without * Rudder or 
Steering Gear. 


Captain Mark Golinsky, an Ameri- 


can citizen, but a resident of Bermuda, 
has invented an arrowheaded steam- 
ship which be believes is destined to 
make a clean sweep of all the models 
now floating. "It will he a knockout. 
It will revolutionize the style of steam- 
ships all over the world," said the cap- 
tain, describing this type of vessel the 
other day. 


He claims for his invention the ele- 


ments of increased safety, economy and 
speed. The arrowhead will extend back 
one-third of the distance from the bow 
to the' stern. The arrow shape will be 
apparent to the observer principally 
when the vessel is in drydock, as the 
shape from the water line tip and at 
the rail will much resemble the ordi- 
nary type. 


There will be three propellers, one at 


the stern and one at each barb of the 
arrow. 


"It is important to get rid of the 


wave of resistance before tho midships 
section, so as to insure a clean tnrn aft 
and avoid the friction of water against 
the side," said the captain. 


"Nature has constructed the fish on 


this model. The greatest resistance is 
at the forward part of the fish, and its 
principal means of propulsion are the 
fins just back of the gills. 


"Now, my ship can be steered with- 


out a rudder or steering gear. She will 
have a very slight roll, and the propel- 
lers cannot race, thereby insuring lees 
than ordinary danger from break down. 
In case of mishap to rudder or steering 
gear she could still be guided to either 
side by stopping one propeller forward 
and keeping the stern propeller going." 


In regard to economy Captain Golin- 


sky argues that if you have a 50 foot 
log to move, a distribution of power to 
three parts of the long object where you 
have resistance to overcome means a 
greater increase of speed than if yon 
concentrated all the power at one end 
or at the foot of the log. By distribut- 
ing the power and placing some of it 
nearer the front end you secure rapidity 
in pushing it ahead. 


Coal will be shipped from cross bunk- 


ers provided with slides and gates so 
that the fuel will fall to the stokers' 
hands. The boilers will lead forward 
instead of aft. The inventor claims 
that 8 per cent can be saved in insur- 
ance because of the great safety in 
steering the craft. Again, the great 
middle of the hull can be utilized for 
cargo and passengers, as both engines 
ind boilers can be smaller on account 
«f their locations. 


As for speed, the captain takes the 


new "White Star steamship Oceanic as 
an illustration. "The Oceanic," says 
he, "has driving propellers of 46,000 
horsepower at the stern. The rules of 
weight and propulsion prove that if you 
should double the horsepower to 90,000 
you would gain only two knots an hour. 
But if you should divide the Oceanic's 
horsepower, placing 25,000 horsepower 
to drive forward engines, as provided 
for in the construction proposed, the 
vessel would have ten knots increased 
speed an hour." 


ThB captain saya he is mas having a 


Bhip 340 feet long built oe his models 
in London. Fonr guns will be mounted 
fore and aft. It ie^calculated that the 
arrowheaded vessel can fire a broadside, 
turn within her own length and dis- 
charge the opposite broadside. She 
could then scarcely be struck by a 
broadside from an enemy composed of 
the existing type of war vessel.—St. 
Louis Post-Dispatch.

And On Work to be Done. Strikers 


Hold a Meeting and Send |a Com- 


mittee to Factory Without 


' Any Result. 


There was a strike of shoe workers at 


the factory of N. L. Mlllard & Co., this 
morning which involved a little over 40 


men. 
The panel's over went out soon 


after 7 o'clock, 
and with them 
the 


lasters were forced to quit work, their 
work being dependent on the pullers 
over. 


The cause was a disagreement on the 


work and wages, and has not been set- 
tled. The strikers held a meeting after 
leaving the factory and sent a com- 
mittee to interview Mr. Mlllard, but 
nothing was accomplished by this in- 
terview. 


The striking men say that their griev- 


ance is in connection with the cut down 
and readjustment of work matin last 
fall, and which they now want adjusted 
back again to its former 
condition. 


Last fall there was a change macte in 
the wag-L-s. which resulted in a. reduc- 
tion to the pullers over of about a cent 
a dozen, or two cents the men claim. 
At about the same time a change was 
made by which the pullers over were 
reauired to do their own shellacing, 
which had formerly been done by boys. 


When work began to brighten this 


spring the men made the request, that 
the work be put back where it was 
before. They claim that this was not 
done and therefore this morning went 
out on slriko. 


Mr. Millard -\\as seen this morning in 


regard tf> the matter, and said that the 
company had reached an agreement 
with the men only yesterday, and that 
they dirt not wait to Fee it put into 
effect before striking. He said that the 
men asked for an increase of two cents 
a dozen, on men's and boy's shoes, and 
one cent a dozen on women's and 
children's shoes. The company agreed 
ether to do this or to have the shellac- 
ing done by boys as formerly, reserving 
the right to make either change. They 
decided yesterday to have the work 
done by boys instead of to change the 
wages. 


This the company understood the men 


would agree to, but no time was set 
for the new arrangement to begin, and 
this morning the company was not 
quite ready to put the- boys to work. 
He says- the men made no protest it 
the office this morning before going out

LIKELY TO BE MODIFIED. 


Local Merchants Have Not Suffered 


From New Bank Rule. But 


Others Have. 


U has been about six weeks now since 


the New York banks put into force the 
rule which caused so much unfavorable 
comment at the time, 
that 
outside 


banks must pay an exchange fee on all 
checks sent in fiwn the country, and 
the results have been about what was 
expected. The rule caused a good deal 
of complaint among local merchants 
who deal with New York wholesalers, 
but they continued to. do business with 
the houses in the city, and the latter in 
m<fst cases have themselves shouldered 
the added expenw of paying, this ex- 
chcinw rate. This has wen-Red as wa.s 
expM-ted and the New York houses arc 
now bringing strong pressure to bear 
on the clearing house t'here to modify 
the rule. 


The burden has therefore fallen on 


the local merchants in only a few in- 
stances. It is said, however, that thr> 
New York banks have buffered to the 
extent <of a good many millions, as a 
result of the action, and that the New 
Jersey and Philadelphia banka have 
gained that amount. 


In regard to the proposed rule of the 


Boston clearing house that country 
banks would be expected to make daily 
settlements, against which the Berk- 
shire banks entered a strong protest, 
matters are still undecided. After the 
protest the Berkshire banks agreed to 
accept the ruling, but 
some of the 


country banks refused, and the rule has 
not yet been put into effect, so- that set- 
tlements are still made in the old way.

Century Old Elms Transplanted to 
Conform to A Sld«walk'» New Grade. 


Three elms a century old and weigh- 


ing perhaps 50ious «ath a** Issiag low» 
ered in front of the new public library 
building in Lynn, Maw., to conform to 
the new grade of the sidewalk. It is a 
unique undertaking in Lynn, and the 
work is being done successfully by an 
expert, who makes a specialty of lower- 
ing or transplanting 'arge tree* 


A great circular trench is dug about1 


the trees, at a distance from the main 
trunks which will insure protection to 
the massive lower roots and the surface 
feeders. After deepening this trench to 
a point far below l^hat reached by the 
roots of the trees powerful tackle ia 
fastened to the upper part of the trunk 
and the trees are tipped either way, 
forward and backward, so that the la- 
borers may free the earth from the roots 
nnder the central part of the tree. 


Repeating this process again and 


again, the desired depth has been reached 
with one of these giant elms, and the 
others are rapidly being lowered. When 
they have reached the level desired, 
tons of rich loam are dumped about the 
trench and water is run into it, the 
bet- 


ter to settle it about the roots, and then 
pipes are sunk at several points, and the 
npper surface is covered with the orig- 
inal earth excavated from about the 
tree. These pipes are thus placed be- 
cause it will be necessary to water the 
trees well throughout the coming six 
months, and as an asphalt sidewalk 
will be laid arotmdiand by the trees this 
is the precaution taken to give them 
plenty of moisture while they become 
rooted to their new situation. 


The work requires not only time and 


care, but, from the nature of it and 
the narrowness of the trenches, allows 
the employment of only a small crew 
of workmen. The-contractor, it is re- 
ported, will receive $100 for each tree 
lowered and must, by the terms of his 
contract, guarantee that the trees, ia 
eo far as any damage he may have dona 
in lowering them, will live for two 
year«.—Boston Transcript.

in the case of John Pohakka, who was 
operated on in St. Mary's hospital a 
few days ago,

tion of modern surgical methods. 


Tbe surgery had to do with the re- 


duction of the size of Pohakka's stom- 
ach. 
The dilation of that organ was 


caused by chronic dyspepsia, and the 
remedy lay in what the surgeons have 
referred to as a reefing of the tisane of 
the stomach. An incision was made in 
the flesh over the stomach. The organ 
was then raised, and the sections of the 
surface were gathered, one npon an- 
other, thns reducing the size of the 
stomach. The sine of the stomach was 
reduced eight square inches. Pohakka 
is now improving, and it is expected 
that he will be relieved of stomach 
trouble. 


Dr. McDonald says that persons with

Nor.ris, a lawyer, 
and is the \vffe of William R. Newcomb, 
employed ii* I'he Russell counter factory 
here. 


Hartshorn did not meekly submit to 


the lashing she gave him, it seems, but 
it is alleged responded rather vigorously, 
and it is claimed by Mrs. Newcomb that 
he choked her severely in the struggle. 


Ker reason for the assault, she says, is 


that fros. Hartshorn for a year and a. 
half she has suffered repeated insults, 
and, 
goaded to desperation, she decided 


to whip the man herself. She succeeded 
in getting in one blow. 


Mrs. Hartshorn was standing at the en- 


trance of the driveway leading to his 
stable talking to a customer when Mrs. 
Newcomb approached him and began 
lashing him with the rawhide which she 
had concealed in her bosom. Samuel 
Leeds, a hack driver, who witnessed the 
occurrence, said that after Hartshorn 
had recovered from the first blows hp 
grabbed her by the throat and backed 
her up against a fence, where he held 
her hands. A policeman arrived on the 
scene an instant later, and after separ- 
ating them, sent Mrs. Newcomb home in 
a hack. 


"The only thing I am sorry for," said 


Mrs, 
Newcomb later, "is that I did not 


give it to him harder. I went down to 
his stable for business and I meant to 
do it. 
My husband and I have been 


suffering from his ins-ults long enough. 
It has been over a year and a half since 
Hartshorn began to annoy us. I spoke 
to my father about it, and he told me to 
leave him alone, to treat him with dis- 
dain, but this I could not do. If it had 
not been for the law, I would have killed 
him. 


"Every occasion that presented itself 


he would make insulting remarks to 
me, while I was out driving or on the 
street. 
Yesterday I bought 'a rawhide, 


and a good one, and this morning I 
marched down the street with a deter- 
mination to give him all I could. 


"He was talking with a friend on the 


street. I went Abreast of him, and said 
to him, looking him straight in the eye: 
'Well, Mr. Hartshorn, what have you 
got to say to me this morning?' 


"He answered me so insultingly and 


so viciously that it aroused me in an 
Instant, and I jumped at him, striking 
his face as hard as I could. He grabbed 
me by the throat and pushed me against 
the fenee, when he struck me in the 
breast and then held my hands. 
There 


were several men across the street, and 
they yelled at me: 
'Whip him, whip 


him.' 


At that moment Officer Mulkeen came 


running across the street. 
He cried: 


'Stop hurting that woman; she's all 
right. 
Stop, I tell you.' " 


Mr. Hartshorn gave out an interview 


last night in which he said that Mrs. 
Newcomb failed to strike him once with 
the whip, and accordingly he suffered no 
injury. He said that Mrs. Newcomb ac- 
costed him while he was in his own door- 
way, and her clumsy fumbling about her 
waist made him think she had a revolver, 
and so he was prepared for the attack. 
He says that when the whip appeared 
he caught the lash and wound it around 
Mrs. Newcomb's wrists so that she was 
unable to use the whip. He further 
claims that "he had not insulted Mrs. 
Newcomb, o-r made any remark to or 
about her. Her animus, Mr. Hartshorn 
claims, grows out of his attempt to col- 
lect a bill for carriage hire contracted 
on 60 occasions by a friend of Mrs. New- 
comb. The failure to get the bill settled 
led him to write a sharp letter to the 
friend, and in the controversy, Mr. 
Hartshorn says, Mi» J^swcomb's name 
•was brought in. 


Bishop Hood Thinks Peculiar .Polities Is at thi 


.Bottom of Southern Lynching*. 


New York, May 1?.— At the Afro- 


American M. B. conference, in sesslou 
here yesterday. Right Bev. J. W. Hood, 
£>. D., presiding bishop of the New York 
annual conference, delivered the annual 
address, taking as his subject, "The 
Btate of the Country." In the course of 
bis .remarks, the bishop referred to tho 
recent lynchings in the south. He said: 


"I boldly assert that these outrages 


originate in the deep-seated race hatred 
In the communities where they occur. 
If there are black men so beastly as to be 
guilty of the horrid crime of which they 
often charged, that is no excuse for tha 
lynching, because in 'any clear case 
against the black man punishment is 
certain and swift 
by legal process. 


There are no vexatious delays in his case. 
I am entirely satisfied tha-t some have 
been legally put to death who were in- 
nocent of the crime. If the negro es- 
capes he must prove himself innocent 
beyond the shadow of a doubt. I am en- 
tirely satisfied that in some cases the 
crime charged had no foundation in fact, 
but was made up for the purpose of 
justifying the raue hate. 


"A peculiar kind of politics is at the 


bottom of nearly all these outrages- 
politics which has for its purpose tha 
denial to the black man of the civil and 
political rights which are enjoyed by 
others. .In most cases the pretense that 
there is any other cause for them Is a 
sham, a deception, a fraud."

Old Rodman Can Earlea In. Twenty 


• Feet of Sand and Fired With a 


i Bursting Charge—Effect Upon Shell 


Not Known, bat the Inventor Con- 
fident of Success. 


The first of the two experiments with 


,the new Gatbmann shell which were or- 
'dered by the government took place at 
'the Sandy Hook proving ground in the 
presence of Admiral O'Neil, chief of 
ordnance of tho navy; Lieutenant Colo- 
nel Phipps, chief of ordnance of tho 
army, and n nnmber of other army and 
navy officials the other afternoon. 
The 


result of the test will not be known for 
several days, as tho gun containing the 
projectile \van exploded some 20 feet 
under ground, and, it will take some 
time to dig tho shell up again. Frag- 
jnents of unexploded gun cotton found 
laround tha edges of the big excavation 
'caused by the explosion at the conclu- 
sion of tho experiment indicate, accord- 
ing to Inventor Gathnaann, the entire 
success of the experiment, and Mr. 
Gathaaann said that he would he will- 
ing to wager that the whole charge of 
gun cotton that was in the shell will 
Ibe found in the same condition when 
the workmen dig it up. 


Tlie test was one of the most impor- 


tant in the history of artillery develop- 
ment in the United States. The Gath- 
rnann shell employs for its bursting 
charge gun cotton, and it is only within 
the past few months that the ordnance 
officials and artillery officers have been 
willing to admit the possible safety of 
using gnn cotton in shells. It has been 
known for a long time that the ord- 
inance officials were dissatisfied with the 
'black powder charges which are used in 
shells in the new rifled seacoast guns.

Dover, N. H., May 12.—All the weavers 


In the Cocheco mills who have 'been out 
on strike have voted to return to work 
on Monday, the action being taken after 
a conference between their representa- 
tives and -*gent Fish of the mill. At the 
conference Agent Fish submitted a letter 
from the company, saying that the right 
was reserved of hiring or discharging 
any one the company saw fit.

They are not always of sufficient power 
to burst the projectile, and thia is par- 
ticularly so in the matter of shells of 
the armor piercing type, which are pur- 
posely made thick and powerful. 


The chief danger from the use of gnn 


cotton ia shells is premature explosion. 
A gun cotton shell which can be used 
with perfect safety in a modern rifle is 
•what the government is after. Inventor 
Louis Gathrnann, who has devoted some 
years to perfecting a shell of this type, 
professes to have been successful, and 
the government gave him an opportu- 
nity to prove the value of his shell the 
other day. 


The ordnance officials arranged a very 


severe test for the Gathmann shell. Mr. 
Gathmann asserts that his projectile 
will not explode inside of the gnn, that 
it will not explode prematurely on leav- 
ing it and that it will only explode on 
striking. But the chief recommendation 
for the shell was that it could stand the 
explosion of smokeless powder to send 
it on its journey without the gun cotton 
in it being in the least affected. At the 
suggestion of the ordnance officials two 
old 15 inch Hodman guns were set aside 
'by the government for use in the ex- 
periments, and one of these was used. 


The big Ecdman gun was dragged 


down to the beach at the proving 
ground and an unusually heavy charge 
of smokeless powder placed in it. Then 
a 15 inch Gathmann shell, containing 
100 pounds of gun cotton, was put in 
place. The gun was then dragged to a 
hole 20 feet deep, which had been dng 
in the beach and lowered to the bottom, 
lying horizontally. After an electric 
wire had been attached to the fuse the 
workmen filled up the hole. The bore 
of the gun was filled up with sand and 
stones, to increase the strain of the ex- 
plosion on the shell. 


At 2 o'clock the gun was buried, and 


everything was ready for the test. The 
party moved off about a mile to be out 
of the way of flying debris, the wire, 
•which was strung along the ground, 
jwas attached to a battery, and at ex- 
iactly 2:20 o'clock Colonel Phipps touch- 
led the button. There was a dull boors 
and great volumes of sand rose in the 
air, followed by stones and fragments 
of. iron. The old 15 inch Rodman gun 
was blown to pieces, and the force of 
!the explosion scooped out a hole in the 
'beach 30 feet deep aad 25 feet in diarn- 
leter. 


The testing party waited an hour and 


then approached the excavation to in- 
vestigate. Around the edges of the hole 
jMr. 
Gathmann picked np a number of 


'bits of nnexploded gun cotton, which he 
said came from ihe shell and proved be- 
yond question that the shell had stood 
.the test successfully. 
Although the 


fehell was blown to pieces, he said, the 
Ibnlk of it would probably be found 
iburied in cue pla^e, and the unexploded 
gnn cotton with it. The workmen were 
'called up to dig for the shell, but after 
working half on hour without finding 
it they were called off. 


If the shell stood the test successfully, 


an even more severe test will be made 
at the proving ground in a few days.— 
New York San.

Paris. April 22.—Just as all the world 


loves a lover—or says it does—so the 
affairs of a bride are matters of general 
interest, particularly if the bride be 
youngr and pretty and have a fashiona- 
ble wedding, supplemented by an orna- 
mental trousseau. 


Just aB present every dressmaking es- 


tablishment in Paris is in the excite- 
ment of packing oft to scores of fash- 
ionable brides to be the finery that is 
later to dazzle the eyes of beholders at 
the wedding or upon the honeymoon. 
As I have no doubt there are many wed- 
dings in prospect on the other side of 
the Atlantic, there may be some wom- 
•n readers who will enjoy 'following the 
details of a recent wedding in the circle 
that makes brilliant the Faubourg St. 
Germain. 


To begin, the bride's gown was of 


ivory white satin, almost entirely cov- 
ered with chiffon. The bodice itself was 
also almost entirely covered with tuck- 
ed chiffon, while the skirt was softened 
with a Ions tunic of the material edged 
with a double row of chiffon ruching- 
The sleeves,, too, were of gathered chif- 
fon, while the long:, glistening train was 
heavily draped with brussels lace. The 
sleeves were outlined on the shoulders 
by shaped ruffles of chiffon, ruching 
edged and stiffened to stand out—how 
only the secrets of the cutters and fit- 
ters' room- could tell. Over the heart 
was worn a soft knot of chiffon, caught 
up with a fragile cluster of real orange 
blossoms. Her hair was studded with 
knots of the same fragrant flowers, 
fleeting and elusive as the sentiment 
they are supposed to typify. From the 
back of the head the veil, a priceless 
piece of old lace, fell in long, loose folds 
to the ground. 


The gorgeous train was carried by a 


picturesque little figure wearing a light 
blue satin coat and tight fitting trou- 
sers to the knee. A touch of lace ruf- 
fles glistened above the white satin em- 
broidered waistcoat. White satin low 
shoes and silk stockings completed his 
costume. 


There were nine bridesmaids, three of 


them little girls. They were, of course, 
very simply attired, their frocks being 
white silk muslin much trimmed with 
valenciennes lace. On her curls each 
little maiden wore a charming wreath 
of forgetmenots. The six grown up 
bridesmaids were attired in mousseline 
de soie, the petticoats being of oriental 
satin, -finished with a frill of accor- 
dion plaited chiffon. The bodices were 
made with transparent yokes and collar 
bands of lace. These were draped with 
pale blue chiffon. The sleeves were 
rather full elbow affairs. Hats of fine 
pale blue straw were caught up under 
one rim with flowers of the same shade. 
Above they were trimmed with pale 
blue feathers and a quantity of fanciful 
chiffon. 


The bride's going away gown was of 


gray cloth, embroidered in white. The 
short, piquant looking jacket, coming 
to a point over the hips, opened over an 
embroidered waistcoat of satin. Over 
the bust fell two faniike revers of cloth, 
heavily embroidered. The skirt was cut 
wjthan.overskirt falling indouble points 
at the side and showing handsome lines 
of embrni.dery in Greek pattern all 
around. A large boa of white silk mus- 


lin was made to tie under the chin, the 
costume being completed with a very 
smart toque of straw trimmed with wire 
knots of gauge and flowers. 


Very simple but handsome bridal 


go\vns are possible with the use of 
white woolen fabrics, now allowable in 
the making of full dress garments. As 
the fashion, however, is a mere whim 
of the hour, the probability is that those 
brides who can afford it will prefer the 
heavy, old fashioned, yet rich satin in 
which brides have been lovely since the 
times of our great-grandmothers. 


A second wedding garment that im- 


pressed one with its beauty was of 
white satin and brocade, trimmed with 
honiton lace, which veiled the skirt and 
trimmed the bodice. The court train 
was of brocade in designs of true lov- 
ers' knots and was knotted with lace 
and ostrich feathers. 
The collar and 


round yoke of the bodice was of gather- 
ed chiffon, festoons of lace and ribbon 
bows trimming the decolletage and also 
the edges of the plaited panel on the 
front of the lower half of the bodice. 
The sleeves were gathered by means ot 
drawn threads that were finished by 
deep frills of lace at the wrists. Six 
bridesmaids assisted at this wedding, 
the young ladies being attired in gowns 
of white silk and lace. The fichus about 
their necks were particularly charming 
and looked well against the neckbands 
of pale groen velvet. The picture hats 
of white straw were lined with pale 
green velvet and trimmed with white 
lace and lilies of the valley with their 
foliage. Their bouquets were also of 
lilies of the valley loosely put together 
and tied with green satin ribbon. 


Looking over the wedding finery, I 


was impressed by the gorgeousness of 
the trousseaux of the hour. The bril- 
liancy in coloring and the uniqueness ot 
many of the -shades make it, to my mind, 
very doubtful if any but the most fash- 
ionable brides will get the worth ut tiieh 
money. There are so many odd and 
startling shades that have merely onp 
season's vogue that those young ladies 
who have provided themselves with am- 
ple wardrobes will "in a few months ei- 
ther have to turn *hem over to a servant 
or wear gowns that shriek their incon- 
sistency with fashion. • Even if made 
over, the color scheme 'will announce 
them to be passe. 


One of the handsomest costumes seen 


this week in the salons des modes, as 
the fashionable couturiers love to call 
their exhibition rooms, was of the new 
soft popline cloth of a sort of neutral 
dead green shade. The gown was cut 
in a quaint adaptation of the princess 
fashion, with a long apronlike panel 
outlined down the front, edged with 
green panne and embroidered along the 
center in Japanese looking sprigs by 
means of an applique of panne. The 
tunic, which was cut from the panel on 
each side in three large, round, descend- 
ing scallops, was also edged with panne 
and a narrow line of the embroidery.

The New Skirts. 


The tight fitting skirt is-, still very 


fashionable and likely to grow in favor 
as the season advances on account of its 
suitability to most figures. Plain color 
glace silk is used for the lining of most 
skirts, as cotton" is'altogether too heavy 
for the present style. 


There is something singularly dainty 


and attractive about all the new mil- 
linery. In the first place it is made of 
the lightest, airiest and most fairy- 
like fabrics imaginable, and in tha 
second the shapes, whether of hats, 
toques or bonnets, are of such wide di- 
versity and such exceptional graceful- 
ness that it seems as though every kind 
of face will have a chance this season 
of being seen for once in its life beneath 
a becoming specimen of headgear. The 
colors, too, are for the most part quite 
lovely, none but the softest and most 
delicate shades being in favor. 


There arc many new shades of pale 


green and pale blue, as well as a very 
peculiar pink which IK known as "Cy- 
rano," and in all these colors as well as 
in the most delicate tones of gray, beige 
and biscuit all the novel shapes in satin 
straw and in various rustic plaits can 
be obtained. But the majority of the 
hats so far have been made in tulle, 
gauze and chiffon rather than in straw. 
Hats are being made entirely of tulle 
or very fine mechlin net, close gath- 
ered into a thousand fine little ruches 
and ruffling? and then bent about into 
various picturesque shapes. 


Sometimes these tulle hats are made 


with low crowns and wide, shady brims, 
almost in the directoire or incroyable 
shape, but they are more often arranged 
as toques of fairly large size, turned 
well off the face in front and trimmed 
under the brim, but slightly on one side, 
with either a big bunch of flowers or a 
chou bow of panne, having a tiny dia- 
mond buckle in the center. Some of the 
other tulle hats—and these are among 
the newest and smartest of all—taka 
the form of a boat shaped toque, with a 
brim of gathered tulle, which is very 
deep and high at the back, but which 
comes to quite a sharp point in front, 
and which is worn well over the fore- 
head. These hats are very frequently 
trimmed with folded draperies of tulle, 
arranged to simulate ostrich feathera 
and placed somewhat a la Trelawny, 
one on either side of a center chou of 
tulle. These plaitings are very smart. 


Sometimes fine plaitings of tulle in a 


contrasting color are inserted between 
each plait of straw, and this has a vei y 
smart effect when the arrangement is 
carried out in contrasting colors. A 
black picture hat, for instance, looks 
pretty with plaitings of turquoise tulle 
between each strand of straw and a lin- 
ing underneath the brim made entirely 
of the turquoise tulle and relieved only 
on one side by a black ostrich feather 
allowed to rest carelessly upon the hair. 
A hat of this description would of course 
be trimmed upon tlie" crown, with large 
clusters of Mack ostrich feathers droop- 
ing this way and that. 


Another idea, which is new this sea- 


son, but which has already found many 
admirers, is to stripe the tulle toques 
\\ ith strappings or plaits of straw. This 
is a i-urinus reversing of the ordinary 
t-i jKlilmn of things, for of course we 
have ni'i-n accustomed for long enough 
to sec straw hats and toques trimmed 
with tulle. For the future or, at al! 
events, for the next few weeks or so we 
shall i-c-riaJnly see tulle hats and wqueS 
trimmed with straw. The result is real- 
ly wonderfully smart and pretty, and 
the fashion is a sensible one into the 
bargain, as the strands or plaits of 
straw help to stiffen the tulle folds and 
draperies and keep them from getting 
draggled and out of condition.

wicker furniture. One may buy almost 
anything in wicker, and so satisfactory 
has it proved that many families use 
it in sitting rooms the year round. 


The summer girl, too, ever on the 


alert for an effective background for 
her charms, has found in the use of rat- 
tan furnishings an invaluable auxiliary. 
The lightness and daintiness of this 
style of furniture make it especially 
suitable for summer homes. The en- 
ameled wickerwork is not only bright 
and pictuiesque, but it is serviceable- 
first, because the rattan thus treated 
is more durable than its generally frag- 
ile appearance would lead one to be- 
lieve, and, second, from the fact that 
when it is a little soiled it can be made 
to look as good as new by the use of a 
little warm water and soap and a 
sponge. 
- Wicker, bamboo, rattan or cane fur- 
niture is now made in so many styles 
that it can be purchased to harmonize 
with any other furniture where only a 
part of a set is bought. 
v 
It is undeniable that wicker furniture 


is not cheap. Handmade articles never 
are, but it is seldom that in real com- 
fort and adaptability anything so well 
repays the outlay as wicRer r-halrs and 
couches. Their lightness rccom mends 
them to families living in self furnished 
lodgings or in apartments, as the mov- 
ing man can so easily pick them up and 
drop them into his big van when the 
family makes up its mind that it needs 
change of scene and a new janitor. 


Fqr the furnishing of studios there is 


nothing so desirable as wicker, because 
It. iff so easily moved about. Much of the 
charm of a studio is that the owner of 
it is able to change the general appear- 
ance of his surroundings very often, for 
the -artistic?, temperament abhors' lame- 
ness. 


As the making of wicker articles is 


an Industry in which women could 'make 
a *uccen, it may be interesting to know 
just hoVthe furniture is made. 


The long willow sticks are first placed 


In wattr, that they may by soaking be 
rriade more flexible and thus easy to 
manipulate. While still damp they are 
bleached by placing them in an airtight 
r«C«p'tacIe with burning sulphur. 


A drawing of the articles to be made 


and its* main divisions is supplied the 
worker. „ "With tblg in .view, he begins 
his weaving. Each part Is worked over 
a wooden frame, aa will be noticed by 
•xamlnfng any piece of wickerwork,

When a chair 5s made, the seat is wov- 
en first; after that the wooden founda- 
tions for the legs are placed at each 
corner, and-the braiding is put on from 
the floor upward. Back and arm sticks 
are put in next and covered, then the 
braided work above and below the seat. 
In making fancy wickerwork it is nec- 
essary to attain good effects to have the 
withes of different thicknesses. 


The colors used in enameling the fur- 


niture are forest green, brown, delft 
blue, ebony and ivory white. The col- 
oring is put on with a brush and after- 
ward gone over with shellac to give it 
brilliancy. For the emerald green, in- 


possible and then hung with bamboo 
porch blinds. 


The floor of the veranda is best stain- 


ed and polished and ornamented with 
one of the bright jute rugs that ex- 
posure to the weather does not spoil. 
A table in the center of the veranda 
for afternoon tea or magazines ,and 
books may be had in several shapes.

HINTS ABOUT BAKING. 


When making cakes and pastry, the 


inexperienced cook is apt to overlook 
the fact that the success of the one and 
the other depends as much on the bak- 
ing as on the cpre'ful, weighing and 
mixing of the various ingredients. 


Before commencing- to make either 


pastry or cakes the fire should be made 
up so that the overt may be at the right 
temperature- by the time the pastry or 
whatever is to be baked is ready. An 
oven thermometer is of great assistance 
to" a cook, but it is usually Booked upon 
as one of the luxuries of the kitchen 
and is not often found in a small house. 
Therefor itlior means of testing the 


oven must be cooled gradually either by 
turning off the heat or by leaving the 
door open for a few'moments, and it 
should be tested from time to time un- 
til the desired heat is obtained. 


For Rheumatism. 


Sufferers from 
rheumatism should 


dress entirely in woolsn clothing and 
dust the inside of their clothing with 
flour of sulphur. They should abstain 
from taking beer, acids, sweets, sugar 
or.pasiry, "lit should take plenty of 
milk, celery rtewed in milk or prepared 
in other ways, tnd onions. They should 
rub the joints night and morning with 
a brine of salt, nibbing it in until the 
skin is dry. Turkish baths do much 
go'od to rheumatic persons, but, being a 
severe remedy, should never be tried 
without first consulting a medical man, 
or the result-may be most injurious.

oven have to be resorted'to, and among 
the most reliable is the following 
method: Place a piece of thin white 
kitchen paper on the top shelf of the 
oven and shut the door. If, after it has 
been in the oven for about five minutes, 
the paper is a light brown, the tem- 
perature is right for pie crusts, large 
cakes, etc. For small pastries, such as 
patty cases, 3am puffs, etc., and drop 
cakes and other kinds of small cakes 
the heat should be sufficiently great to 
color the paper light brown in five min- 
utes. 


When sponge cake and Genoese mix- 


tures are to be baked, the paper should 
only turn a dark yellow In the time 
named above, and should the heat be 
sufficiently, fierce to char the paper the 


side of the stove and let the contents 
simmer,'stirring them occasionally, un- 
til the rice Is very so'it and the milk is 
absorbed. Sweeten to taste with pow- 
dered sugar, and' add a small piece of 
butte.r and remove the cinnamon. Have 
ready -a, -china- mold which has been 
rinsed in co)d water, fljl it with the rice, 
pressing it tightly'into the mold, and 
leave until the rice is oold and set. 


When-ready, turn the shape on to a 


glass dl»h, scatter some desiccated co- 
coanut over, it and surround it with 
apricot jam. The rice should be creamy 
when turned out of the mold; therefore 
if It is allowed to cook quickly it will re- 
quire more milk than the above quan- 
tity. 
The additional milk should be 


poured into the pan directly the rice ap- 
pears to be getting too dry.

ham must be boiled longer than if it were 
muant to remain in its liquor to cool. 
When tender, take off the rind and trim 
the ham neatly. Place it in a baking tin 
with sufficient liquor to come half, way up 
the ham. Cover it with a piece of greased 
paper and let it get very hot in the oven 
for about halt an hour, then send it to ta- 
ble nicely glazed or crumbed with a gar- 
nish of vegetables'. 


Three Ways ot Cooking Parsnips. 
Take three parsnips and wash them 


well. Put them in boiling salted water, 
and let them boil for half an hour or 
three-quarters of an hour, according to 
size-. Then take them out and rub the 
skin off. They may be cut in slices 
about three-quarters of an inch thick 
and fried in hot dripping on both sides. 
Dust with a little pepper, and serve very 
hot. Instead, they may be served mixed 
with a large teaspoonful of butter, a ta- 
blespoonful of good milk or cream, a 
little pepper and salt and stirred over 
the fire till very hot, then piled high on 
a dish and served hot. 


Another way is to mix them after be- 


ing washed with a dessertspoonful of 
flour, one teaspoonful of butter, the 
same of milk, pepper and salt. Take up 
a small portion in floured hands, roll it 
into a round cake and fry in hot drip- 
ping in a pan. 


Veal SonBle. 


Take one ounce of butter, one i ounce 


of flour, one teacupful of stock, half a 
teacupful of cream or milk, a little pep- 
per, salt, nutmeg and lemon Juice. Stir 
this over the fire till smooth, then add 
the yolks of three eggs, halt a .pound of 
cooked veal or any meat chopped; fln«, 
add lastly the white? of the eggs .beaten 
stiffly. Put in small teacu,ps and stew 
15 minutes. 


Stains on knife handles may be re- 


moved by rubbing them for a few mo- 
ments with a aamp cloth dipped in salt. 


In these days, when the difficulty of 


getting domestic servants for small es- 
tablishments has to be faced, the house 
mistress who keeps two maids and gives 
only moderate wages has, as a rule, to 
be content with, young servants \vho are 
only partially trained, and therefore if 
their work is to be well dqne she must 
undertake the task of teaching them 
herself. This task is by no means an 
easy one, and especially if the house- 
wife is young and unaccustomed to di- 
recting even a small household. 


The comfort of a family, where there 


are only two servants, depends very 
nearly as much on the parlor maid as 
upon the cook, for, however dainty the 
dishes prepared by the latter may be, 
they will lose much of their attractive- 
ness if the •'able is carelessly laid and 
the service indifferent. A few bints 
may serve as a guide in training an in- 
experienced parlor maid. Provided a 
girl is intelligent and anxious to iearn, 
there is no reason why she should not in 
a short time be proficient in her work, 
but patience is necessary on the pait of 
the mistress and a certain amount of 
strength of mind, for small shortcom- 
ings, such as dull looking silver and 
glass, must not be overlooked if the girl 
is to make a good parlor maid. On the 
other hand, a few words of encourage- 
ment occasionally arc essential. 


With a view to avoiding complaints 


on the subject of the glass or silver, it 
is advisable to give directions for tha 
latter to be washed in very hot water 
to which either a little soap or extract 
of soap has been added and then rinsed 
before it is wiped and replaced in the 
plate basket. Cold water softened with 
borax should be used for the glass, and 
it should be carefully dried and then 
polished with a soft cloth kept exclu- 
sively for the purpose, so that it will 
not require to bo "rubbed up" before be- 
ing put on the table. 


While on the subject of "washing up," 


to avoid delicate china being cracked 
and chipped dui'ing the process each 
article shquld be washed separately and 
put aside to drain. It may appear to 
the inexperienced maid that so doing 
will prolong the work, but as a matter 
of fact it will enable her to get through 
it more quickly, for a cup or a jug can 
necessarily be washed with greater ra- 
pidity than would be the case if the 
washing up bowl were full of things. 


Try to impress your maid with tho 


necessity of doing things nicely and 
make her feel her share of responsibil- 
ity in the matter. If meals are always 
served daintily and on orderly and me- 
thodical lines, there-need be no fear of 
muddle and confusion when guests ar« 
expected. 


Plain Omelet. 


Break four eggs into a basin. Add 


half a teaspoonful of salt, a little pep- 
per, a teaspoonful of chopped parsley 
and a tiny piece of onion, if liked. Beat 
this well with a fork. Put into the fry- 
ing pan one ounce and a half of butter 
and place on the fire. When 'hot. pOur 
in the eggs and. keep-on mixing quickly 
with a spoon until they are delicately 
set. T.hen let them slip to the edge of 
the pan, laying hold of the handle, and 
raising it slantwise. Turn in the edges, 
let it rest a moment and set. Turn it-on 
a dish and serve. It should be of a rich 
yellow color.

DOES NOT APPLY, 


Second Regiment Not Entitled to Extra 


Claims. 


Members of the Second regiment are 


receiving circulars and blank applica- 
tions from a claim agency in Washing- 
ton, representng to them that under the 
act of March 3 they are entitled to two 
months' extra pay. The clause on the 
circulars that is marked as applicable 
to local men reads: "Volunteers dis- 
charged, with o rwithout preliminary 
furlough, before or since January 12, or 
discharged since, before the muster out 
of their regiments, are entitled to two 
months' extra pay if they served be- 
yond the limits of the United States, 
and one month's extra pay if they 
served only within, the limits of the 
United States. Volunteers transferred 
to regular army are regarded as regu- 
lars enlisted for the war (Acts of Jan- 
uary 12 and March 3.) Controller's de- 
cision of March 17 and 27." 


This law has been discussed at length 


by oflicers of the Second regiment, and 
it Is the general opinion that the law 
does not apply to the Second regimttit. 
They say that the Second had, among 
other regiments, two months' furlough 
with pay, and in order to give regiments 
that served continuously through the 
season equal consideraton they were 
given two months' extra pay for foreign 
service and one month's extra pay for 
service in this country in lieu of the 
furlough. Some of the boys will un- 
doubtedly send in their names, but 
without much hope.

DARTMOUTH WINS DEBATE, 


Present Tendencies of Labor Unions 


the Subject ot Arguments. 


Dartmouth won the fourth annual 


Dartmouth-Wlliams debate, which was 
held at Hanover last night, on the ques- 
tion: "Resolved, That the preseui. ten- 
dencies of labor unions in Great Britain 
and the United States are detrimental 
to industry and dangerous to induivid- 
ual liberty." 


Hawley Barnard Chase, '99, of Dart- 


mouth, was the first speaker on the 
affirmative. He laid special stress on 
the fact that labor unions tend to de- 
moralize labor and divert industry from 
its natural channels, and also have a 
tendency to promote strikes, which 
stagnate the business of the country. 


Theodore Merrell Shepherd, '99, of 


Williams, was the first speaker on the 
negative. Mr. Shepherd wis a very 
forceful speaker and spoke very strong- 
ly on. the advantage of the collective 
bargains which trade unions tend to 
promote; in fact, he- argued that col- 
lective bargaining was the real essence 
of trade unions. 


N. P. Brown, '99, was the second 


speaker on the affirmative. He argued 
in part that trade unions discourage 
widened the individual liberty and for- 
and also tend to limit the production of 
a country. 


Alonzo Edwin Branch, '99, the next 


speaker on the negative, argued on the 
behefits of shorter hours and tried to 
prove that shorter hours increased the 
personal efficiency o>f the laborer, also 
widened the individual Iberyt and for- 
tified us against foreign competition. 


Andrew Marshall, the third speaker 


on the affirmative, argued that labor 
unions were dangero-us to individual 
liberty, also that membership"-to the 
unions were forced on some men, pre- 
venting the growth of skilled labor. 


Fred Wilder Cross, '00, the next 


speaker on the negative, argued on. the 
educational and legislative advantages 
received as a direct result of labor 
unions, and also attempted 
to prove 


that labor unions tend to increase the 
wages of laboring men. 


Brown closed the debate for Dart- 


mouth with an eloquent and powerful 
rebuttal. Mr. Shepherd had the rebut- 
tal for Williams and his matter was 
also very forcibly and eloquently de- 
livered.

Railroad Men as Police, 


A bill just signed by Governor Roose- 


velt of New York amends the railroad 
law relative to when conductors and 
brakemen may be policemen, and is of 
interest to all railroad men especiallyon. 
the Fitchburg. 


It provides that the governor may ap- 


point any conductor or brakeman on 
any train conveying passengers on any 
steam railroad in the state, a police- 
man, with all the powers of a police- 
man in cities and villages, for the pre- 
servation of order and of the public 
peace, and the arrest of all persons 
committing offenses upon the land or 
property of the corporation owning or 
operating such railroad. 


Every such policeman shall whe'n on 


duty wear a metallic shield, with the 
words "railway police" and the name 
of the corporation for which appointed 
inscribed thereon, which shall always 
be worn in plain view, except when 
employed as a detective. The compen- 
sation of every such policeman shall be 
suclr as may be agreed upon between 
hinr and the corporation for which he 
is appointed, and shall be paid by the 
corporation.

a brand new swindle now being worked. 
He goes about engaging board for New 
York school teachers during the sum- 
mer vacation, who he claims, have sent 
him out in their behalf.

THE LETTER TO MR, CRANE, 


In Which Knowlton Withdraws From 
Race. Effect of the Announcement 


The full text of the letters in which 


Attorney General Knowlton announced 
his withdrawal from the race for the 
governorship nomination against W. 
Murray Crane, as reported in the tele- 
graph news of the Transcript yester- 
day, will be ot much local interest This 
announcement was the political sensa- 
tion of the day throughout the state. 
One of the letters was addressed to Mr. 
Crane, and was as follows: 
Hon. W. Murray Crane: 


My Dear Sir—After a most anxious 


consideration of the situation as devel- 
oped by our recent interviews, I have 
reached the conclusion that I have no 
right to oppose your candidacy. With- 
out in the. least yielding the position 
that from my point of view, and from 
my remembrance of our conversations | 
of last year, I should be free to con- ! 
tinue, I am yet satisfied that you not on- 
ly inferred, but probably had the right 
to infer from what I said to you at that 
time, however unwittingly on my part, 
that if you became a candidate for gov- 
ernor this year, I should not oppose you, 
and that you have acted upon that in- 
ference. Having reached that conclu- 
sion, no other course, in my opinion, is 
open to me. 


I need not say to you that this step 


is taken without regard to any political 
prospects I may have or might other- 
wise have had, but solely because I be- 
lieve it to be my duty in honor to you, 
and what you would do if the circum- 
stances were reversed.
